Away by the Mississippi.

It is estimated that the riversj 


of the earth carry (i,,"jOO cubic mile»j 
of water to^ tho sen every year, j 
If the reader can eveu imagine' 
a column of -water ten miles square 
and reaching sixty-live miles sky- 
ward lie will get .a fair idea of the 
trcmcndoiis work thai (he sun and 
the vinds have to do in pumping up 
this water out of the sea and carry- 
ing it over the earth. Perhaps a 
third of this is expended on the 
landed area of the earth. 


Imagine a falls half a mile high 


and as large as 10,000 Niagaras 
leaping away at the continents ev- 
ery day and wresting material from 
them and transporting it to the sea. 
This represents the work of (he 
running waters. 
The Mississippi 


river alone carries more than n mil- 
lion tons of material to the gulf of 
Mexico every day. It would require 
nearly 1,700 dirt trains, such as 
were used at Panama, to move each 
day's deposits that the Mississippi 
brings to Ihc gulf, 


The total bulk of material rc-j 


moved annually from the Mississip- 
pi valley into the gulf through the 
Mississippi river is greater than the 
total amount of material removed 
from the Panama canal, as it stands 
today, by the French nnd the Amer- 
icans. 
In view of this fact, flic 


statement of General Gocthals. the 
builder of the Panama caual, that 
the man who attacks the task of 
deepening the Mississippi river will 
have the biggest engineering job 
ever undertaken by man, indeed be- 
comes significant. 


How rapidly the Mississippi is 


carrying forward the task of chang- 
ing the shore line of Louiriana is 
revealed bv the fact that it i.< build- 
ing a mile of Louisiana territory 
into ihe gulf even- seventeen years.
